A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

printed publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant 
for patent, 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this Or foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than ouc ycai prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States, or 

(c) he has abandoned the invention, or 

(d) the invention wa* first patented or caused to be patented, or was the subject of an inventor's 
certificate,, by the applicant or hi* legal representatives or assigns in a foreign country prior 
to the date of the application for patent in this country on an application for patent or 
inventor's certificate filed more than twelve months before the filing of the application in the 
United States, or 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed 
in the United States before the invention thereof by The applicant for patent, or on an 
international application by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 X (?.), 
and (4) of section S/ilfi) of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent,

Subject manci developed by another person, which qualifies as prior an only under subsection (f) or (g) 
of section 102 of this title, shall not preclude patentability under this section where the subject matter and 
the claimed invention were, at the time the invention was made, owned by the same person or subject to 
an obligation of assignment to the same person.

Specification 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full , clear, concise and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the an 
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to which ir pertains, or will* which it is most nearly connected, to make and U9e the same, and shall set 
forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Title 35, U.S. Cude, § 119 

Benefit of earlier tiling date in foreign ctnuiuy; light of priority

legal representatives or assigns have, previously regularly filed an application for a patent for the same 
invention in a foreign country which affords similar privileges in the case of applications filed in the
